J shall be pleased to meet you at the 
rendervous you suggest and talk of aero- 
nautics,” said the count, answering a 
Post-Dispatch reporter’s note asking for 
an appointment Thursday morning at the 
Jefferson Hotel. 

He came down to the rotunda—a brisk, 
punctual gentleman. 

“What is the news in aeronautics, and 
what is the future of it all, count?” he 
was asked. 

The count assumed a serious cast of 
countenance, as though to place the sub- 
ject at the outset upon a somewhat less 
frivolous basis than he finds us accus- 
tomed to conceding it in America. 

“There is a more general interest in 
aeronautics the world over than there 
ever has been heretofore,” he said. “In 
France the interest has grown until it has 
crystallized in the formation of an aero 
club in which 500 of the best people in 
the country are taking an active and co- 
operative interest in the science and 
value of practical aerostation. 

“We have no wild dreams of the science 
in France. We do not expect to see 
aerial craft supplant trains and the steam- 
ers, for to us any organized and reliable 
aerial transportation is so far beyond 
the present that we make no claims for it 
at all, contenting ourselves with lesser 
things in which the aerial craft may be 
made to serve/practical uses. I may say 
that we comeiiier these uses to be three 
in number—-first, the use of ballons and 
airships as a sport; second, the employ- 
ment of balloons in war; third, the value 
of the balloon to science. 

“Explaining at greater length, I may 
say that in France we have a consider- 
able and growing number of gentlemen 
of the better class who annually devote 
a great deal of money to aeronautics * 
atl established recreative pursuit and who 
believe it to be the finest of sports. There 
is searcely a day in which some member 
of our club does not make an ascension, 
oftentimes taking with him one, two or 
three of his friends, even the ladies shar- 
ing the adventure. 

“In war the balloon has long ago proven 
its value. Both the Japanese and Rus. 
sian armies are using them in the field 
in the present war, and there is not a 
first-class army in the world which is 
without its balloon corps and equipment. 
I have recently come from St. Peters- 
burg, where I saw a number of balloons 
made for use in Manchuria. In fact, I 
made an ascension in one of them. The 
war balloon is as yet in its infancy, but it

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“The greatest problem confronting bal 
loon makers now is how they may be 
made to rise from the ground fast enough 
to afford protection against the missiles of | 
the enemy until they attain a height be 
yond the range of guns. 

“In science the balloons of France are 
serving in the study of astronomy, me 
teorology and medicine—this latter ser- 
vice consisting in the opportunity they 
afford to know the properties of the at- 
mosphere at various altitudes. 


Great Possibilities 


In Dirigible Balloon. 

“The dirgible balloon is, of course, the 
balloon of the future, and it will be de- 
veloped much beyond its present instabil- 
ity. We have several of them in Paris, 
and all of them, like your own over here, 
are frail and uncertain performers whose 
mechanism is much too delicate for prao- 
tical uses. These demerits will be rem- 
edied within a short while, and the dir 
igible balloon will become a fixture in 
aeronautics. So, too, will the aeroplane, 
which is even more in its infancy. 


“Builders of airships have two great 
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steps to take. One is to so make their 
ships that they may be driven against the 
wind at a reasonably high speed. The 
other is to make them sufficiently self- 
sustaining to remain in the air for a 
reasonable period of time without exhaust 
ing their source of power and without 
breaking down. 

J have built and operated an airship, 
but, like all my competitors, I have not |

You are so far iniand that a bal- 
loon sent up here could not be swept out 
to sea by any whim of the wind, and you 
would thus be free of the only real dan- 
ger confronting us in France, 

‘Danger! Poof! We have not had an 
accident in our club in a long, long time. 
I have made as many as four or five ascen- 
sions a week in certain seasons for the 
last six years, and I never have received so 
much as a scratch. 

The automobile is more dangerous than 
the balloon. The balloon has no obstruction 
to encounter—always illimitable apace be- 
fore it. It is not so with the automobile. 
People are hurt with automobiles in Paris 
every day or so, but there are no acci- 
dents about the balloons. Of course, we 
have only experienced nauts running 
them. Possibly the automobile would be 
tess dreaded if as much were done for it. 

“I do not think it is because of any want 
of courage that Americans do not go in for 
aeronautics more than they do. Mon Dieu! 
There is nothing wrong with the courage 
of a people who will make even a few as- 
censions in some of the airships I have 
scen over here. We have veteran aeronauts 
in France who wouldn't do it.”

Dunn was also handicapped by the 
general belief, whether right or wrong, that 
trusts and big corporations stood back of 
him. Corporate influence is weaker in no 
state than in this. A pecullar feature of 
the campaign was the prominence of news- 
paper men. Both candidates for governor 
and the chairmen of both state commit- 
tees are newspaper men. 

Massachusetts gave Roosevelt 100,000 plu- 
rality but elected Wiliam L. Douglas, a 
Democrat, governor, by 100,000 plurality 
over Bates, the Republican candidate, 

The causes of the overwhelming plural- 
ity are several, including the persona) un- 
popularity of Gov. Bates and his veto of 
the eight-hour and overtime bills, the lat- 
ter forbidding the employment of women 
and children in factories dDetween 6 p. m. 
and 6a. m. These solidified the labor vote 
against Bates, and the labor men formed a 
‘flying wedge,’ so-called, and made the 
campaign on these issues The Democrats 
and the Dougias managers also claim that 
reciprocity, especially with Canada, was an 
effective weapon in the campaign. 

In Colorado Roosevelt carried a plurality 
of 10,000, while Alva Adams, Democrat, was 
elected governor by 10,000 plurality. The 
war on union labor waged by Gov. Pea- 
body, the Republican candidate, was the 
cause of Adams’ victory. 

Maryland, if not wholly Republican, will, 
at least. give part of her electoral vote to 
Roosevelt as a result of the scratching of 
some unpopular electors on the Democratic 
ticket. 

West Virginia, the home of the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential candidate, who ‘is 
charged by Republicans with having spent 
over $100,000 there in the interest of the 


cause. is Republican by 380,000. 
In New York, which the Republicans 


carried by considerably over 200,000 plur- 
ality, the party managers were actually 
alarmed ore the election. New Tork. 
claimed vociferously by the Democrats, was 
admitted by them to be a douwbtful state, 
particularly as to the state ticket. The 
overwhelming avalanche of votes for the 
Republicans shows that forecasts are ab- 
solutely worthless whem the voters are ale*t 
and intelligent. As an evidence that the 
New York voters exercised their sovereign- 
ty, it iu only necessary to point to the fact 
that Higgins, the governor, ran 100,000 votes 
behind Roosevelt. In hardly any state, 
except the solid South, did the vote on 
the state ticket equal that on the national. 

In Wisconsin, Roosevelt got 60,000 plural- 
ity. La Follette, who was combatted vici- 
ously by the corporate element of his party, 
won only by 20,000. 

In nearly every state, Parker ran behind 
the Bryan vote fpr 1900.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—It is expected 


that Secretary of the Navy Morton will 
recommend to Congress the construction 
immediaately of three, if not four, armor- 
clad ships. 

If Congress between now and 199, does 
not authorize another ship the American 
people by that time will have a navy that 
will have cost approximately $302,199,087.15.

i new ships are finished the fighting strength 


of the navy will have been nearly doubled, 
because instead of two armored crulsers 
there will be 12, and each will be substan- 
tially twice the size of the two with which 
the Spanish war was fought. 

The cost of maintenance, unless a very 
large number of the ships now in service 
are sent to the scrap heap, will be at least 
$125,000, 000. At present rates the United 
States will then be paying more for pro- 
tection on the water than any other nation, 
just as now itis bullding ships in greater 
number than any other nation. 

A good idea of the progress of the Amer- 
ican navy toward first-class importance so 
far as size is concerned may be had from 
the fact that three of the sort of ships Con- 
gress will be asked to provide for will have 
a total displacement equal to that of the 
five battleships in the navy at the outbreak 
of the Spanish war. 

At that time the battleship tonnage 
amounted to 48,519. Some of the latest 
ships laid down will have a displacement 
in excess of 16,000 tons. 

There are today thirteen battleships in 
commission, with a total tonnage of 132,- 
229. The tonnage of all vessels, at the be- 
ginning of me iates* war, nardly came 
to that figure, which in a few years il 
look like modesty itself 

The battleship fleet now consists of three 
vessels of the Ohio class, with a tonnage 
of 37.500; four of the Wieconsin class, with 
a tonnage of 46,100; three of the Oregon 
class, 30,864; one Iowa, of 11,340, and the 
littio Texas, 6315 tons. The increase in bat- 
tleship tonnage has been 83,710 or 172 per 
cent, in less than six years. 

There are thirteen battleships under con- 
struction, the tonnage of which is 196,209. 
When these are finished the battleship ton- 
nage will be more than doubled, while the 
speed will be increased from sixteen to 
nineteen knots for the fastest ships. When 
all those now under construction are fin- 
ished, which will be before 1908, the United 
States will have invested in battleships 
alone nemrly $200,000.000, the annual cost of 
maintenance of which will be almost 
enough to stagger humanity. for it will

BAN FRANOISCO, Nov. 12.—John Tie

MUST KEEP HERSELF HIDDEN

Never Shows Her Face to Daugh- 
ter's Husband, Which Is Why 
White Farmers Woo Reds. 


Special to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 

VALBNTINE, Neb., Nov. 12-- From the 
Missouri to the Rig Horn 4500 squaw men 
testify that there is no wife like the Sioux 
Indian woman, becaus there is no mother- 
en like the Sioux Indian mother-in- 
RKW. 

This is why many a ranger believes and 
argues that the entire Sioux Indian tribe 
will be assimilated hy the whites. And 
facts confirm this preiiction, for reports 
from the various reservations are that over 
300 Indian maidens became the wives of 
whites within the past vear. 

A. J. Callandar of this place, one of the 
sduaw men, proprietor of a large ranch, 
declares that he wouldn't trade the dusky 
woman who presides over his household for 
any white woman he has seen vet. 

“It is one of the oldest customs of the 
Sioux Indians,” he says, that the son-in- 
law shall not look upon the face of his 
mother-in-law, or communicate with her 
more than is absolutely necessary. The 
custom is probably the outgrowth of fam- 
ily brawls arising from their crude way 
of living, huddled together in teepee and 
wigwam.

The three murders took place within a 
radius of one mile and within the preeincts 
ef the Twenty-third ward, or Cummins- 
ville. Gingularly enough, the first conclu- 
sion of the authorities was that the girls 
had been killed by accident. Their lifeless 
and disfigured bodies were only a short 
fistance from a railroad or street car 
track, showing that the perpetrator, with 
devilish cunning, had thought to throw 
suspicion from himself. It was only by the 
accumulation of damaging evidence that 
the police were forced to admit in at least 
two of the cases that the girls had been 
brutally killed.

RELIGIOUS. ORDERS 
THWARTING. FRA 


Establishing Their Schools Near 
Republic’s Borders and Con- 
tinuing Educational Work.

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The laws recently 
passed in Franco aguinst the religious or- 


ders have had such sweeping results that | 


legally oniy six congregations of men now 


remain in France, tolerated so far by the 


laws, but still in danger of expulsion. 

The Trappists will probably net be dis- 
turbed, and nelther will the Cistercians 
of the Island of Lerine, whose rule is like 
that of the former order. The Brothers 
of St John of God, whose principal occu- 
pation is to nurse the sick in the hospitals, 
Will probably be spared, but, as an- 
nounced, the White Fathers, a missionary 
order established by the late 
Algeria and the colonies, 
soon ve dispersed. 

All the members of the teaching orders 
Who refused to disband or to wear secular 
Seen haye been obliged to leave France, 
aud many have established houses near the 
border so as to be abie to continue in the 
work of educating their pupils. Especially 
is tiis the case near the Spanish frontier, 
where tho Valley d’Eran is now dotted 
with the new establishments of several 
toachin O Wers. The Christian Brothers 
expelled from Toulouse have bought a 
large property there, intended as a college 
and novitiate for French pupils, and 80 
have the Benedictines and the Salesians 
near VIella. 

The Sisters of St. Vincent De Paul 
have acquired a vast property at Bosost, 
and have also opened a boarding school. 
The Spanish authorities in several cases 
have turned over the school bulldings to 
their use, and for some of these orders 
the law of suppression has only added 
to their prosperity. 

The Italian Riviera, all the way from 
Monte Carlo to Genoa, is also dotted with 
French religious establishments, which 
were originally elegant villas on the 
Mediterranean shore, and have now been 
acquired by the religious orders expelled 
from France. 

St. Reimo is just now the center of 
such religious institutions, who offer 
free instruction to all the native chil- 
dren, who are now deserting the public 
schools. Because of this. recently some 
opposition developed in the municipality 
along the shore, which resulted in a 
meeting of protest. 

The Carthusians from Grenoble have 
recently bought the extensive abbey of 
Farneta, near Pisa, and are now trans- 
forming it into another grand char- 
treuse. It is there that the general su- 
perior resides at present, and, as soon 
as the work of rebuilding is completed, 
all the monks from other houses will

A short cot- 
ton crop, causing a general business de- 
pression, naturally reduced the demand for 
coal for steam purposes. 

Another raasor assigned for 
demand in the lest half of the year is found 
in the “act that dealers and consumers 
anticipating: th probability of an average 
and perlen severe winter and expecting 
an vance in prices, laid in a heavy #&t cK 
of coal. 

The inspector also assigned the violent 
weather of the lest months of the at 
fiscal vear for the great siump in produc- 
tion. Many mines were flooded, he says, 
to an exten requiring months of pump- 
ing to rectace, and causing many thousands 
of dollars of expense to again put ine 
mines in working order. As tiis occurred 
at a time when the market was recovering 
and orders were coming more freely, 
there lend doubt that a serious curtallmont 
was caused thereby. Notwithstanding all 
of these drawbacks of the past fiscal vear, 
the total increase exceeded that of 1908. by 
over 76,00 tons.

Discussing the prospective policy of the 
American government in relation to foretgn 
affairs, the Spectator says President 
Roosevelt will not be afraid to insist that 
the United States shall hold her own among 
the great powers of the world, but he will 
not seek foreign entanglements. The la- 
per continues: 

“If the Monroe doctrine is not to be con- 
signed to the political waste paper basket, 
it must rest in the last resource, upon na- 
val and military power, and if America 
has not a fleet strong enough to say “Thus 
far and no further’ to those who shall 
challenge the doctrine that doctrine tn the 
future will not prove worth the paper cn 
which the presidential message of 1823 was 
Written.“ 

After predicting. that the Panama canal 
will be completed by President Roosevelt. 
the Spectator says: 


“In the far East and in all that concerns 
the future of China we may expect the 
President, acting under the advice of Sec- 
retury of State Hay, who is now unques- 
tionably one of the ablest if not the ablest 
of living diplomatists, to maintain the atti- 
tude already adopted. 

“We believe his administration will leave 
indelible traces upon the largest part of 
the English-speaking race and that for the 
whole of that race it will be a lesson in 
and a sound example of sound. sane gov- 
ernment.’’

THE INDEPENDENT VOTER. 

Election returns from the state not yet complete, show 
a slump in the Democratic vote for Parker under that of 
Bryan in 1900 of more than 83,000 votes. On the other 
hand, Roosevelt’s gain over McKinley exceeds 12,000. These 
figures tell the whole story of the Democratic defeat in 
Missouri. The Bryan Democrats evened up their score with 
the gold Democrats. Some stayed at home. Some voted 
for Roosevelt. Some voted for Watson. Thousands de- 
serted the Democratic nominee for the presidency, although 
some of the Republican gain may be charged to Republi- 
can immigration. 

There are special features in both the state and city 
elections which cannot be explained by the general Demo- 
cratic slump, but reflect great credit upon the honesty, 
intelligence and independence of a large element of both 
Democratic and Republican voters. 

Folk’s plurality of 30,000 over Walbridge, in the face 
of the general Republican victory throughout the state, 
is a magnificent demonstration of the capacity of the people 
of Missouri for self-government and of their independent 
spirit. The Post-Dispatch’s exposure of Col. Walbridge’s 
record as mayor, and especially of his violation of the 
charter and the criminal law in selling goods to the city 
while president of the Council, together with its appeal 
to vindicate the state’s reputation and give a public of- 
ficer who had done magnificent work new opportunities for 
public serviee, evidently had a tremendous effect on the 
best element of Republican citizens. Thousands of them, 
although intensely desirous of a Republican victory in the 


state, scratched their own candidate for governor and voted 


for the Democratic candidate. The Post-Dispatch con- 
gratulates these Republicans upon their high sense of civic 
duty and upon their great public service to the state. 

Not less conspicuous than the independence of the Re- 
publican voters who scratched Walbridge and voted for 
Folk, was the independence and high sense of civic duty 
of the Democrats who, following tie leadership and ac- 
cepting the facts published by the Post-Dispatch, scratched 
Cook ahd Allen and voted for the Republican candidates 
for secretary of state and auditor. Oook, with his record 
as participator in a boodle deal and as a representative of 
the corrupt machine, is at the tail end of the Democratic 
ticket, the lead of his opponent being greater than that of 
any other Republican candidate and second only to Folk’s. 
Allen also fell far below the average vote for Democratic 
candidates. These votes of Democrats were rebukes di- 
rected at the machine leaders who forced Cook and Allen on 
the Folk ticket against the protests of honest Democrats 
voiced by the Post-Dispatch. 

Another signal instance of independent voting was shown 
in the defeat of Judge Zachritz, whose bad record as judge, 
eircuit attorney and assistant circuit attorney, was ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch. Basing its opposition on his 
infamous instruction to the jury in the Central Traction 
deal which this paper had exposed, and on his record as an 
official amenable to political pulls, the Post-Dispatch ap- 
pealed to the voters of St. Louis to defeat Judge Zachritz 
in the interest of reform and as a rebuke to the vicious 
element which dictated his nomination. That appeal was 
magnificently responded to by the intelligent public. De- 
spite the effort of the Butler forces, which defeated al! 
the other Democratic candidates except Folk, Judge Sale 
was elected in place of Zachritz, who was voted down by 
a substantial plurality. The result was the more signifi- 
cant because the issue raised by the Post-Dispatch and the 
fight we made against his election on the ground of his 
bed record as a public officer, was accepted by Judge 


Tachrits as the basis of his campaign. 


This exercise qf discriminating intelligence, this strong 


and effective move for honesty against dishonesty and for 


efficiency against incompetence and for reform against 
powerful corrupt forces, marks an epoch in Missouri elec- 
tions which is full of promise for the future. It indicates 
a rapidly rising tide of independence. It proves the pass- 
ing of “yaller dog” partisanship.

POLITICAL ADVERTISING. 

The campaigns of two candidates who won notable 
victories were marked by the liberal and novel use of 
advertising. 

Mr. Cortelyou inserted pages of special and costly adver- 
tising in high-class magazines and periodicals and in se- 
lected newspapers, containing judicious praise of President 
Roosevelt. The advertisements were carefully and cleverly 
constructed. They contained a few inspiring quotations 
from Mr. Roosevelt’s speeches and writings, a few praise- 
ful opinions of Mr. Roosevelt’s character and career from 
men of note, and a brief sketch of the man and his 
deeds. As a rule there was little about politics. The 
man was the theme. Some prominent Republicans made 
speeches and a few spellbinders were employed, but un- 
doubtedly the largest single item in the bill of expenses 
for appeals to the voters was advrtising. 

Governor-elect Douglas of Massachusetts, who accom- 
plished the remarkable feat of getting elected Governor as 
a Democrat in a Republican landslide, announced that he 
would do his campaigning through the newspapers and 
periodicals. He advertised his political opinions and 
pledges just as he advertises his shoes. 

That intelligent advertising of this kind is potent can- 
not be gainsaid. The results indicate it. But do not these 
advertising experiments presage the passing of the spell- 
binders? The public speech is now merely a means of 
getting newspaper publication. In this land and day of 
universal education and of enormous circulation for news- 
papers and periodicals, are not the campaign managers 
and candidates likely to set aside the stump and depend 
upon the press?

The proffer of peace made unofficially to Russia is a sign 
that the Mikado is in a pacific temper.

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Few Know How to Take Recreation 


That more people know how to work than how to play 
seems to be a defect of education, writes Arthur Stan- 
‘wood Pier tn the Atlantic Monthly. All the punishments of 
childhood are for lawiessly following the impulses to play; 
and nearly all the rewards are for aptitude and industry in 
work. In some respects there has been @ relaxation; the 
interest taken by most pedagogues in the sports of their 
pupils and the semi-official recognition of athletic prowess 
in schools are signs of partial reaction. But it is only par- 
dal; the spirit of play is often suppressed because it becomes 
articulate; the spirit of work is from the first fostered and 
| stimulated. To nearly all is it emphasized that on work 
their very being depends, but to only a few is it made clear 
that on play depends their well-being. 

The idea is current that action is the essence of play. 
Hence the extreme misery of the tennis enthusiast, who with 
racket and court is ready to amuse himself, but has no 
worthy foeman; of the automobilist whose machine is laid 
by for repairs; of the house party of athletes on a rainy 
afternoon, 

The general failure to perceive that there may be a very 
satisfactory return in the exercise of observation, in the 
practice of Imagination, or even in the loosening of one’s 
reluctant speech is excusable, for it is just the tendency 
to do these things that was so impressively punished when 
we were small. 

What is it that leads children to truancy from school ard 
to the other most hefnous childish breaches? In nine cases 
out of ten it is not any imperative call to action, but merely 
a desire to see. A paltry and commonplace hill becomes a 
height beckoning with romance; and the child is not con- 
tented until he has scaled it and ascertained what the world 
is beyond 

To see and to imagine, these natural faculties of man may 
be converted into a means of play, even as the child is try- 
ing always to convert them. It early experience and tradi- 
tion had not taught us to associate a penalty with the em- 
ployment of these faculties, we should not be so often at a 
loss for resources 


Yet it seems to me that there is no institution so lethal 
to the epirit of play as the theater. Never has it been more 
popular or more depraved. I do not mean in a moral sense: 
but as offering a spectacle which way incite or divert the 
mind, and, besides captivating the eye, appeal to the imag- 
inations, it is Surely in its lowest decadence.

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TRANSMITTING POWER BY ELECTRICITY. 
Louis Bell in Harper’s Weekly. 

In the very beginning of power transmission the pres- 
sures were put to two or three volts, and thence ad- 
vanced by leaps to five, ten, fifteen and twenty thousand. 
At the last named figure there was a brief pause. Up to 
that point it is comparatively easy to insulate the wires 
at their supports on glass or porcelain insulators so 
that the electric current will not escape to any injurious 
extent. But at increased pressure the very air about 
the lines begins to play the electrician false. A faint 
blue glow surrounds the wires at night, rising at every 
point of support into pale, shimmering brushes. To con- 
trol this little brother of the lightning new and intricate 
forms of insulating supports had to be devised, ingenious 
structures of porcelain sometimes nearly a foot and a 
half in diameter and we'ghing 25 or 30 pounds. 

Armed with these the engineer could hold the current, 
sputtering and protesting as it would, down to business, 
and his sucess is in no wise more forcefully attested 
than In the following bland announcement which opened 
one of the papers read at St. Louis: “In discussing the 
conditions which affect and limit the constants and ope- 
ration of high-tension lines, pressures of over 30,000 volts 


and lines of over 50 miles in length only will be consid- 


erei.” At the present moment there are ten or a dozen 
plants working regularly at 40,000 volts or more, three 
or four of them at more than 60,000 volts.

Senator Thomas H. Carter of Montana, 
president of the commission, also will be 
in St. Louis the first of the week to watch 
the board of arbitration, though he will 
have no part in fits proceedings.—

most justify disbelief. There is a system 
of wireless telegraphy, for instance, that 
is devilishly clever, and a method of - 
lent talk by which men standing near one 
another hold conversations and cannot be 
detected by the most experienced guards. 
They have even counterfeited coin within 
their cells, and passed it out of prison for 
distribution in the world. 

“The chemical ingenuity of one of the 
Missouri state prisoners was undiscovered 
for a long time, while the officers wondered 
how he was able to be so often under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor. He was 
watched and searched and spied upon to 
learn the source of his evident supply of 
liquor. He was a cabinet worker and 
handied alcohol used in finishing. But 
it could not be drunk with impunity, as ft 
was heavily dosed with croton oll. He did 
drink the alcohol, however, after extract- 
ing the croton oll from it by an ingenious 
method of his own in his cell. With a small 
tin tube, a wet cloth and candle end he 
drew off the alcohol, leaving the oil, and 
what he didn't drink he sold.

Nurses 
in the hospital, waiters in the dining room 
messengers to the outside are ail in trade, 
and the man with money can get almost 
anything he wants if he is smooth enough. 

“There are many grafts within the pris 
on, some of them petty, some serious, all 
part of an effort to make life more bear- 
able, but none so serious as the traffic in 
opium. It will be denied by prison officials 
that there is any traffic in opium and other 
things, but within the experience of pris- 
oners it is common knowledge that what I 
have said is the truth A man inside 
dare not acknowledge it, fearing punish- 
ment, and even men who have come out 
must be careful of what they say, for the 
law has long arms and sensitive feelings.“ 

A druggist in Jefferson City, who would 
not permit the publication of his name in 
this connection, said to the reporter. 

“The druggists of this city have fre 
quent calls for opium from men recently 
released from the penitentiary. They are 
invariably refused. The drug stores have 
an understanding with the penitentiary au- 
thorities that no opium shall be sold to 
any officer, ‘square man’ employed in the 
prisoner, trusty or ex-convict. We never 
sell oplum except on the prescription of a 
physician. 

J understand that there are many opium 
users among the convicts. I believe the 
use of opium is common among criminals, 
and that the majority of prisoners in pen 
tentiaries have the hab. It is one of the 
worst menaces to life in prison. I have it 
from released convicts that the habit is 
prevalent in the Jefferson City penitentiary, 
and that large quantities of the drug are 
used there. Where they get it and how it 
is taken in 1 don’t know. I know that a 
man in town here used to go away every 
Monday morning with a small hand bag 
and return with it at night. He was not 
known to have any trade or business that 
would take him away with that regularity. 
He wae frequently at the prison, having 
some connection with one of the contracts. 
He was suspected of being an opium smug- 
gler and was debarred from the privilege 
of going behind the prison walls. The im- 
portation of opium was, I believe, traced 
directly to him. If he has quit the bust- 
ness I do not know that has stopped the 
| introduction of the drug into the prison 
| Released convicts come to this and other 
Stores as soon as they are released and try 
to buy opium. We know them to be ex- 
eonvicts, of course, and their faces are 
indication enough that they are ‘dope 
fiends.’ Only the other day J had a visit 
from a fellow who became indignant be- 
cause I would not sell him oplum.

Senator at Rome, is perhaps the firet physician in 

Italy. He has an only son and an only daughter, 
the one a magistrate, the other a countess. Today, while 
the father stands in his high position at the University of 
Bologna, the children stand in an iron cage at Turin, on 
trial for murder. 


It is one of the tragic stories which outrival fiction. 
The great detective stories are tame compared with it. 
No novelist has ever brought into a book so many amaz- 
ing situations as make up the great Bologna mystery 
which is now being slowly solved. It is the simplest and 
oldest of stories—the story of an unhappy marriage; but 
from this commonplace of tragedy emerges a web of mys- 
tery such as only fate and love can weave. 

Theodolinda Murri, the physician’s daughter, married 
Count Bonmartini, the head of an old Roman Oathoiic 
house, and one of the wealthiest men in Bologna.

One day one of her letters, 
addressed as usual to Potter at Eau Claire, fell into the 
hands of Mrs. Potter. For Potter was married and had 
been for some time. There was a scene and tragedy en- 
tered into Sarah Ham’s life. 

Yet for 30 years the love of Sarah Ham for George Pot- 
ter continued. The pretty girl matured into a handsome 
woman, the passing years rounded out her figure, they 
heightened her color, then, slowly but surely, Time 
scratched little lines about her eyes, memoranda of the 
work he was yet to do, the wrinkles he was to place in 
her once rounded cheeks. The pretty brown hair began to 
gray. Sarah Ham was becoming a middle-aged woman.

Those were the love letters of those early days .«'! 
trust. As the years passed Potter prospered, money 
came from whatever he attempted. Still Sarah Han 
waited at her Dubuque home, devoted to her aging father, 
and gave her love to George Potter. 

The passing of the years did not lessen the intensity of 
the love letters. ‘Those already given were written early 
in the courtship—1875, 1876 and 1877. But the date really 
makes little difference in the contents. Years passed, « 
new decade began, still the girl loved and hoped, for these 
later letters read thus: 

“My Darling Love: We have loved each other for a good

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With your photo lying before me I feel so loving that I 
have given it a dozen kisses. You are always with me as 
a good angel.

My Darling Pet: I have your picture lying before me 
and I have just kissed it a dozen times.

As the years passed the letters grew in fervor and love. 
All this time Potter was living with his wife, as evidenced 
by another love letter: 

“My Darling Sadie: Maybe your suitor is out to see 
you today. I mean the one who asked your pa to inter- 
cede for him. I wonder if he will propose to you today. I 
can see you now as you tell him you are engaged to a man 
who was brave enough to speak for himself. O, my dar- 
ling, how I wish you were here with me so I could tell you 
the words of love with entire sincerity. No, I have not yet 
made up with my wife. Why will you think so? Your 
loving George.” 
The letters continued despite the passing of the years. 
Potter had written out the seventies, the eighties had 
been fairly burned away with scores and hundreds of 
ardent letters. 

In 1890 Mrs. Potter died. For 11 years thereafter the 
courtship of Sarah Ham and George Potter continued. 
From 1890 to 1901 love letters were as frequent and as 
ardent as they ever had been. Sarah Ham has them all 
today, tied in bundles, with dainty ribbon about them; her 
richest treasures, despite the changes. There are hundreds 
of them, faded, tear-blurred, kiss-blurred. From 1872 to 
1901 they came, day after day, with seldom a break. 

Then came the second great sorrow in Sarah Ham’s life, 
to cause as poignant a grief as did the discovery, 25 years 
before, that George Potter, her girlhood’s lover, was mar- 
ried. After 29 years of courtship, George Potter took 
himself out of Sarah Ham’s life. He had won great wealth 
For a quarter of a century he had promised if ever it came 
to share it with her. Now he proposed to break his word. 

There is no truer saying than that “Hell hath no fury 
like a woman scorned.” The love in Sarah Ham’s heart 
shriveled into hate; she had given it to a man who had 
twice proved himself unworthy.

Zeorge Tomlinson, Louis Winholz and Earl Pearse of the 
captive balloon company were on the ground and looked 
the cable and other apparatus. All was 
well below, I felt perfectly confident, and there was no 
thought of danger from above with the 12,000 oubio foot 
balloon tugging away at the cord and capable of lifting

Radium gas is one of the forms of radium. Radium (the

This ostensibly is from the same sort of a bombardment by 
minute particles of energy that is to be had from radium. 
It is in this way, in fact, and only in this way, that the 
presence of the radium is detected. It gives out no light 
rays visible to the human eye, and its presence becomes 
established to the senses only through its luminescent effect 
upon certain mineral substances, such as willimite or 
diamond.

Radium is always about five degrees hotter than the sub 
stance surrounding it, and will melt its own weight of ice 
in an hour. It seems to contradict the law of perpetual 
motion by giving off energy spontaneously without any loss 
of weight or power. 

Strangely enough, the human body is found to be radio- 
active and to give off rays designated as N-rays. They 
are similar to the radium rays and affect certain sub- 
stances with a phosphorescent glow.

Travelers who have returned from the 
heart of Africa and the Australasian com 
tinent tell wonderful stories of nest-bulld- 
ing people who inhabit the wilds of those 
countries. In the bushmen of Australia 
we find, perhaps, the lowest order of men 
that is knowm. They are so primitive that 
they do not know enough to bulld even the 
simpleat form of hut for shelter. The 
nearest they can approach to it is to gather 
a lot of twigs and grass and, taking them 
into a thicket or jungle, bulld a nest for a 
home. The nest is usually bwilt large 
emough for the family, and if the latter 
be very numerous then the nests are of a 
vory large size. Sometimes the follage 
above will form a natural covering. but 
there is never any attempt at constructing 
a protection from the rain and storms. 


The biggest tree in the world ts said to 
have been discovered in California. It has 
a ciroumfereénce of 154 feet 8 inches and is 
over 51 feet in diameter. It stands on gov- 
ermment reservation ground, and is there- 
fare protected from the attacks of iumber- 
men. Probably the tree is a specimen of 
the sequoia, or Wellingtonia gigantea, the 
“big tree of California, which forms the 
famous grove in the Yosemite valley. The 
sequoia is of the pine tribe and grows free- 
ly in temperate climates, but it is only in 
California that it has attained such colos- 
sal dimensions. 


Japan has its communities of silent fe- 
male recluses.

World’s Fair Picture Shows Execution of President McK nley’s Great-Grandfather

as a part of its contribution to the 

Trish exhibit at the World's Fair the 
original drawing of the execution of the 
late President McKinley's great-crandfather 
Fruncis McKinley, by the British on July 
7, 179% Francis McKinley, occupying the 
old MoeKiniey homestead in Conagher, 
County Antrim, was an ardent Unit- 
ed Irishman, and, during the _ insur- 
rection of W he was betrayed to the Brit- 
ish by a neighbor named Smith. He was 
tried by courtmartial and hanged in front 
ef the parish church of Coleraine on the 


date named. 

He was then 4 years of age, and on the 
way to the gallows repeated portions of 
the 108th Psalm, says Francis Joseph Big- 
ger, M. R. I. X. . editor of the Ulster Jour- 
nal of Archeology. in an article entitled 
“The McKinley Family,” and conveving 
much interesting information. The fight 
after the execution, this article states, 
Francis McKinley's wife, Anna Hill, begged 
the tbody of her husband from the execu- 
tioners and had it quietly duried at night 
in the old church yard of Derrykeighan, not 
far from his ruined homestead. A simple 
slab was subsequently erected at the 
grave by the sorrowing widow.
